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DETAILED ACTION 
Inventorship 

1 . In view of the papers filed 5-25-06, it has been found that this nonprovisional 
application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, improperly set forth the 
inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been corrected in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .48(c). The inventorship of this application has been changed by adding the inventor 
Robert Henry Rohrbaugh. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-12 and 14, drawn to a disposable absorbent article, classified in class 
604, subclass 367. 

II. Claims 15-18 and 20, drawn to a method for making a disposable absorbent 
article, classified in class 427, subclass 2.3. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 

are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product as claimed in product by process claims 1-12 and 14, see MPEP 2113, can be made by 
another and materially different process which does not require the steps of the process set forth 
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in the Group II claims, or the process as claimed in claims 15-18 and 20 can be used to make 
another and materially different product from that in the Group I claims, e.g. an absorbent article 
not requiring the specifics thereof, e.g., a backsheet, a top sheet. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification which would 
lead to diverging fields of search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.

Response to Amendment 
6. The amendment to page 8, lines 24-29 does not appear to be consistent with that made 
to page 3, lines 20-21 . Also Applicant did not also make changes to all the trademarks on pages 
15 and 18 and those that were made on page 15 are still not proper, i.e. either show in all capital 
letters or with a symbol not both. It is further noted that all the changes to the paragraphs of 
claim 1 were not shown. For example, in the first paragraph the original text after "comprising" 
was not shown struck thru and the new fourth paragraph should be underlined in its entirety.
